Milan, Dec, 8. 


Welve Hundred Men, who were em- 

bark’d at Final, are fail’d for Barce- 

lona. According to the Advices from 

Rome the Accommodation with the 

Court of Vienna is in good Forward- 

nefs, ’Tis reported that the following Propofi- 

tions have been made to the Pope; buc we cannot 
warrant them to be true and geauine, 

That he thaé acknowledge King Charles III, and 
grant him the Inveftirure of the Kingdom of Na- 
ples: That he thall difarmm by degrees, disbanding 
two Troops or Companits a Month; and thar the 
Soldiers brough: from Avignon, thall be fent out of 
the EccleGaftical State : That Winter Quarters fhall 
be given to 15000 Imperialifts, in the Territeries of 
the Church: That all the Ecclefiaftical Revenues. 
ftop’'d or conafifcated in the Kingdom of Naples, 
fhati be reftor’d : That the Blcckade of Ferrara and 
Fort Urbano fhail be withdrawn: That Parma and 
Comacchio fhall be put into the Hands of athird 
Perfon: And that afterwards the Emperour’s other 
Pretenfions fhall be difcufs’d. 

The Count de Zinzendorf, is pofs’d through this 
City, on bis Way to Vienna from Barcelona. The 
King has caus’d 12000 Crowns to be advanc'd to 
Count Stampa, towards defraying the Expence of 
his Voyage to Libon, with the Caraer of Am- 
baffador from his Majefty, to Compliment the King 
of Portugal on his Marriage, ‘Tis faid he will firft 
go to Vienna, the Hague, and London. Four Per- 
fons who were formerly made Prifoners by the Im- 
perialifts in the Kingdom of Naples, bave been ex- 
chang’d; one of them is Collonel Don Antonio 
Gufman, Nephew to the Marquis de los Balbafes: 
But the Duke d’ Efcalona continues Prifoner in Piz- 
zigbitoae. The Rumour continues, that the Duke 
of Modena will be made Governour of the Mila- 
neze. 

Venice, Dec. 8. They write from Bologna, that 
the Imperial Tfoops are poilefs’d of all the Pofts of 
Romagna ; that they continue the Blockade of Fort 
Urbano, and have made a Forrage for 10 Miles 
round it; and that they impatiently expe tke 
Succefs of the Negociations of the Marquis de Prie 
at the Court of Rome. 

Letrers from Modena give an Account, that 
Troops detach’d from Piemont for the Ecclefiaftical 
State were pailing that Way continually ; that 3000 
Praffians were arriv’d ffom the Mantuan at S$: A- 
gatha,a Village in the Bologneze, whither they have 
guarded 24 Cannon; and thara good Number of 
the Duke of Modena’s regular Teoops, ate pofted 
with fome Militia along the Panaro. 


Vienna, Dec. 8. The Deliberations of the Diet of 
Presburg continue ftill fufpended ; and are rot like 
to be reaffum’d, till it be known whether the Male- 
contents will accept of a Ceffation of Arms upon 
the Terms offer'd by this Court. Count Tolvay, a 
Protonotary of Hungary, and formerly a Prifoner 


among the Maleconrents, who bad been fent from — 


hence to negoctate this Affair with Prince Ragoiski 
and Count Berezeni, is mot. yet retura’d, neither 
has he hitherto fent any account of what Progrefs 
he has been able to make in his Negeciation. The 
Imperial Officers who command in the Towns 
Gcaare m the Mountains of Upper Hungary, (which 
were slately recover'd out of the Bards of the 


Malecontents,) complain of the great {carcity in 
thofe Parts of Provifions,andof all other things necef- 
fary for the Subfiftance of the Troops. The Male- 
conrents when they retird from the Mountains car- 
ry’d away with them or deftroy’d all the Tools and 
other things neceflary for working the Mines ; but 
care is taking to provide others, and to fet Miners 
to Work in orderto make the beft Advantage of 
this Acquifition. The chief Nobility of thofe \foun- 
tainous Parts, who are imploy’d by the Malecon- 
tents in Civil or Military Trufts, retir’d Prince 
Ragotski and Count Berezeni, abandoning their E- 
ftates ; but a great many of the Gentlemen inha- 
biting thofe Parts, have {ubmitted to the Emperour’s 
Obedience. Baron Tige, who was marching with 
recruits for the Troops in (ranGlvania, has fent an 
Account that be has been oblig’d ro top on the Fron- 
tiers of Sclavonia, C. Caroli having fecur’d the Paffes 
into Tranfilvania with a Body of goco Men. As 
the Iaperialifts have recover’d the Mountains of 
Upper Hungary, fo the Malecontents have agen 
made themfelves Mafters of the Mountains in Tran- 
filvania. 
From the Antwerp Courant, dated December 21. 

Paris, Dec. 17. Tis reported that two Squadrons 
of confiderable Strength are fixting out, one at Breft, 
the other at Toulon. On Friday laft the King re- 
ceiv'd an Exprefs from the Marquis de los Balbaces 
Viceroy of Sicily ; which Exprefs had been 5 Weeks 
at Sea, and landed at Antibes. ’Tis faid the Vice- 
roy makes preffing Inftances for a ftrong Reinforce- 
ment, without which he apprehends he fhall not weil 
be able to. defend that Ifland fhonld the Allies atrack 
it. They write from Verfailles that a great Coun. 
cil was held there on Saturday laft about military 
Affairs ; and that the principal Sea-Officers are fent 
for to Court, tobe confulred. They add, that the 
King has alfo fent for divers Perfons, who have been 
formerly employ’d as Ambaffadors to feveral Courts, 
and among the reft for M. de Callieres : From which 
fome conjecture that his Majefty has Peace in bis 
Thoughts.
